SIX DAYS LATER NEWS 



Capture of Two Mexican War Steamers 
by a TJ. S. Squadron. 

DISTURBED STATE OP EUROPE. 



INTERESTING SUMMARY OF NEWS. 



The steamship " Panama " arrived from 
San Francisco about noon on Sunday. She 
brings us files of papers from all parts of the 
world, from which we gather the following 
summary : 

The States. 

Two large fires had occurred at Mobile, 
Ala., durina the fortnight. At the first, a 
theatre, twelve buildings, and 2,200 bales 
of cotton were destroyed : loss, S2o0,000. At 
the second, 330,000 worth of property was 
burned up. 

The ship Wabamo, Capt. Kosby, from 
New York hound to Antwerp, caught fire on 
the 14lh March, while proceeding to sea 
and in charge of a pilot, outside of New 
York harbor. 

The Mexican war steamers captured in 
the harbor of Vera Cruz by the American 
squadron, have arrived at New Orleans, 
whither they had been sent as prizes. 

The news of the capture of the Mexican 
war steamers created a profound sensation 
at Washington. Particulars are awaited 
with great interest. It is supposed that the 
steamers were attacked as pirates. Anil the 
act on the part of our naval fen-c.e is fully 
sustained. The Spanish authorities con- 
demned the fitting out of the expedition, as 
an act against the Constitutional Govern- 
ment, which the United States recognizes. 
It is believed by sumo, that they were litted 
out by the Spanish authorities, and sustain- 
ed by France. 

In the U. S. Senate, March 20, Mr. Hale 
offered a resolution, which was adopted, 
that the President inform the Senate whether 
any instructions have been given to the olli- 
cers of the St. Mary's by which in any 
event the forces of the United Slates were 
to take part in the civil war in Mexico, or 
by what authority certain Mexican strainers 
were captured, and the officers and crew- 
made prisoners. 

The agents announce that the Hungarian 
had 205 souls aboard. Cabin 45, steerage 
80, and crew 80, every soul of whom were 
lost. 

The latest news from Texas says that 
Governor Houston is actively engaged in 
raising minute men, who are traveling night 
and day. Colonel Lee was to have left on 
the 5th of March, for active work op. the Rio 
Grande. Five hundred Rangers are in the 
field. The Indians continue to murder and 
plunder. 

The Governor of New York has vetoed a 
bill which prohibits Sunday amusements in 
the city of New York. 

Governor Bissell, of Illinois, died on the 
18th March. The funeral ceremonies took 
place on the 21st, and were very imposing 
His loss is deeply regretted. 

In four counties of Nebraska, the Repub- 
licans have elected thirty-six, and the Dem- 
ocrats twelve delegates to the Constitutional 
Convention. Four are yet to hear from. On 
the State Government question, the vote 
stands 1877 for, and 1987 votes against. 

The strikers of Lynn, Mass., made a great 
turn-out in procession, March 16, numbering 
over COOO. 

On lGth March, a fire looV placo at St. 
Paul's, Minnesota, which destroyed thirty- 
four buildings on Jackson and Robert streets. 
Loss 8100,000. It was the work of an in- 
cendiary. 

The steamer Eastern Queen, when on her 
route between Boston and the Kennebec 
river, was totally destroyed by tiro on the 
SOiii March. Loss 875,000. 

On the 17th March, James Hughes, De- 
puty Warden of the Missouri State Prison, 

and. Dozier, formerly guard, "had a 

street fight, in consequence of an old grudge, 
in Jefl'orson City. They were separated, and 



afterwards came together again. TIkv 
opened on each oilier with revolvers; both 
were killed, and both leave families. 

The new Nicaragua treaty has been ne- 
glected by the U. S. Senate. 

Information lias been received that the 
Charlestonians intend to charge boarders, 
during the session of the National Conven- 
tion there, at the rate of $7 per day. 

Baltimore offers great inducements for 
holding the Democratic National Conven- 
tion there. It offers the Maryland Institute, 
and other buildings, free of cost. The 
hotels and eating houses promise not to 
charge extra prices. The citizens without 
party, offer to throw open their doors for the 
accommodation of the crowd. The railroads 
propose to reduce their price to half fare. 
The feeling in the National Committee 
strongly favors a change. 

E. B. Little & Co., stock-brokers of New 
York have failed. 

The steamer Vanderbilt, which leaves 
Southampton on April 18th, is expected to 
bring the result of the prize fight between 
Sayers and Heenan. It will be tele- 
graphed from Cape Race to all parts of the 
country. 

At Cincinnati, March G, Patrick McHugh 
cut his wile's throat, killing her instantly. 

John Miller was fatally stabbed in a 
street affray at Cincinnati, and A. H. Bayard 
fell suddenly dead in the street. 

Hon. Davitl A Bokee, formerly member 
of Congress from Brooklyn, N. Y. is dead. 

Europe. 

Dates from Europe are to March tin 11th. 
Matterson the Continent are still very uncer- 
tain; but on all sides a long and bloody 
European war is looked for. 

Dispatches from all parts of Italy state 
that Napoleon's speech to the French Legis- 
lature was not favorably received. 

It was fully believed that the people of 
Central Italy will confirm the vote for their 
annexation to Piedmont. 

The Great Eastern Steamship Company 
had determined to raise X' 100,000 additional 
capital. 

In the English House of Commons, March 
5tb, during an incidental discussion on the 
annexation of Savoy to France, Mr. Fitzger- 
ald expressed a hope that Parliament would 
solemnly protest against such an act. Mr. 
Roebuck spoke bitterly against the Em- 
peror Napoleon, accusing him of breach of 
treaties. 

The Paris correspondent of the limes 
mentions a rumor that all military men and 
soldiers, who were on leave of absence, had 
been ordered by the French Government lo 
join their legiments as soon as possible. 
The Imperial Guard was not exempted from 
this order. 

The French cardinals and prelates had 
presented petitions to the French Senate, 
demanding the maintenance of the temporal 
power of the Pope. 

Napoleon's speech to the French Legisla- 
ture, relative to the annexation of Savoy and 
Nice, was received at Nice with enthusi- 
asm. 

The Prince of Wales was to leave Eng- 
land, on a visit to Canada, in May, in the 
tlO-gun ship Renown. 

Eighty men and boys were burned to 
death by an explosion in the Bariadon col- 
liery, England. 

English statesmen, generally, were op- 
pose, I to the annexation of Savoy and Nice 
to France, 

Exertions will be made in England to 
prevent the proposed brutal prize fight be- 
tween Heenan and Sayers from taking 
place. 

Sardinia has consented that the inhabit- 
ants of Savoy shall vote on the question of 
their annexation to France. 

Lord John Russell stated in the House of 
Commons that Austria and Prussia con- 
curred in the views of England on the an- 
nexation question. Russia had not yet 
made any reply. 

The House of Commons had voted an ad- 
dress to tho Queen, approving of the French, 
treaty. Amendments prepared by the Op- 
position were rejected by a large majority. 

It is reported that since Sardinia rejects 
Napoleon's programme, the French troops 
have been ordered lo hold themselves in 
readiness lo march at the shortest notico. 
Also, that on the evacuation of Lombard}', 
the French army is to return to France. 
California. 

Advices to California tire to the 16th inst,: 

On the 10th inst., a small boilei in the 

staurant nf Ingles & Gazlay, Washington 
street, San Francisco, exploded, destroying 
a great deal of pioperty, but fortunately in- 
juring no one. 

The butchery of Indians by lawless hands 
of men still continues in Northern California. 

The immortal Ned MoGowan has been 
appointed a District Judge in Arizona. Vive 
I' Ned ! 

A. Kohler, the well-known fancy goods 
dealer of San Francisco, has got himself in 
a pretty fix. Ho is accused of having sent 
a gilded bar of lead lo Paris, a year ago, 
palming the same oil' as gold. Tho bar, 



when it reached Paris, had tho canvas cov- 
ering lorn off, and Kohler claims that the 
bar was changed on the way. He, however, 
paid 84,000 as indemnity to Wells, Faigo 
& Co. 

John C. Bell, a member of the Assembly 
from El Dorado county, was stabbed and 
shot at his rooms in Sacramento, April 11th, 
by Dr. \V. H. Stone. The parties were at 
variance on the matter of dividing El Do- 
rado county. 

Gen. Castro, Governor of Lower California, 
has beon assassinated by a Mexican. 

Coppur has been discovered near Crescent 
City. 

It is row thought that the corrupt Bulk- 
head Bill will not pass the Assembly. 

The news from Washoe is of the same 
uncertain ciiatacter as heretofore; but the 
rush still continues. 

Mexico. 

The news from Mexico is of the greatest 
importance. Miramnn commenced the 
seige of Vera Cruz, on the 5th of March. 

On the 6th, two war steamers the General 
Miramon and the Marquez, which left 
Havana under Gen. Mami, appeared before 
the city, passing all the squadron and refused 
to show their colors. 

The U. S. war vessels Saratoga, Savan- 
nah, Preble and Indianola were in port at the 
time, and a boat from the latter was sent to 
bring one of the steamers to, when the 
General Miramon fired on the boat with 
cannon and musketry. The Saratoga replied 
with a broadside, and the action became 
general. Both steamers now hoisted the 
Spanish flag. A spirited engagement en- 
sued, in which the Americans had three 
wounded — one morlally, and the Mexicans 
about lifteen killed, and between twenty 
and thirty wounded. The result was the 
capture ol the Gen. Miramnn and Marquez, 
with most of the men, and Gen. Mami. 

There were captured with the two 
steamers six mortare, six 22 pounders, and 
20,000 stand of small arms. Tho materials 
of war were stowed away below out ol 
sight, and the men who were on board were 
forced into the service. 

It was said there was much excitement in 
Vera Cruz among the French and Spaniards, 
they denouncing the conduct of the squad- 
ron, 

A later account received by way of New 
Orleans, says that two hundred men wenr 
killed and forty wounded on both sides. 

Gen. Mami, when captured said h ■ could 
not prevent his men from firing on the 
tndianola's boat, that they did so without 
orders. 

Juarez issued a proclamation declaring 
Marni's expedition piratical and authorized 
any one to capture. 

On the 13tii of March, Miramnn com- 
menced the bombardment of Vera Cruz, 
but did little damage, The capital ol 
Mexico is closely besieged by the Liberals, 
and it is rumored that Miiamon ha-^ been 
defeated, and taken refuge on tho French 
fleet. 

Great Britain has demanded a general 
amnesty and religious tolerance from Mex- 
ico. If this is declined, England "ill de- 
mand of both parties a full indemnity fin 
damages done to English subjects. Juan 
has replied that the proposition is absui 
and inadmissible. 



Arrival of the Pony Express. 

Eleven Days Later News. 



By the Panama, we learn Ihat the Pony 
Express, with eleven days' later news, from 
the Siates and Europe, arrived at Genoa, 
Carson Valley, on the 12th. 

A resolution having been passed by the 
House of Representatives to inquire into the 
personal and otlieial conduct of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, that functionary 
sends to the House a solemn protest against 
any action in the matter. 

The U. S. Government has not yet deter- 
mined what to do in the matter of the cap- 
tured Mexican war steamers 

Connecticut has gone Republican ; Cin- 
cinnati, Democratic. The returns generally 
indicate Republican gains. 

In Euiope, ihe great question is the an- 
nexation of Savoy and Nice lo France, which 
has been definitely determined upon. 

The principal opposition came from the 
English press and the party opposed to the 
Government, by whom Napoleon is bitterly 
denounced. 

Central Italy, by a popular vote, has almost 
unanimously determined upon annexation to 
Sardinia.

The News of the World. 



On our first page will be found a complete 
summary ot news from all parts of lha civil- 
ized world. The news is of a very interest 
ing, and of a somewhat exciting character- 
The disturbed sk.le of Europe, the destiny, 
of which would almost seem to hang upon 
the whim of one man, still continues to at- 
tract attention ; ami there are not found 
wanting able writers in the Old World who 
predict a sudden bursting forth of the vol- 
canic fires which appear to have been only 
smothered by the humiliation of Austria 
last summer. 

The contemplated annexation of Savoy 
and Nice to France — i nice little slice ol 
territory which Napoleon III. says ought to 
belong to him— creates a most uneasy feel- 
ing in diplomatic circles. Surd ii. in, not wish- 
ing to lose Savoy without a show of resist- 
ance, has notified the people of that State 
that they shall vote for or against annexa- 
tion to the French. Of course French agents 
will be on hand, and at least uttempt to con- 
trol the election. The British public are 
very much agitated by this evidence of the 
desire of their French brother to add to his 
possessions. 'I he acts of Napoleon in this 
regard have been severely commented upon 
in Parliament. 

On the Roman question France and Great 
Britain are allied; and a strong desire is 
evinced by both governments to cli^i the 
wings of power upon which His Holiness 
the Pope has so long soared aloft. 

Reform Bills for England, Ireland and 
Scotland have been introduced in the Bri- 
tish Parliament. The Bill for England 
allows all parties paying a rent of £6 per 
annum, a vote; and seats representing 
small populations are to be taken away, 
and given to boroughs having a larger num- 
ber of people within their borders. In Ire- 
land, a rental of £6 per annum is proposed 
as the necessary qualification for a voter; 
and in Scotland a rental of £5 is to effect 
the same object. 

The House of Commons has voted an 
address to the Queen approving of the new 
Commercial Treaty with France. The de- 
feat of the opposition on this question was 
most complete and overwhelming. 

A black speck, which looks very much 
like war, has arisen in the sky of Mexico. 
The Uuited States squadron in the Gnlf 
have taken a hand in the civil strife which 
has raged so long in that unhappy country, 
and captured two Mexican war steamers in 
the interest of Miramon. These steamers 
were fitted out at Cuba, and it is charged 
that the French government, turns a longing 
eye towards the Halls of the Montexumas 
and had supplied the means for their equip- 
ment. The last intelligence (and it is very 
vague and uncertain) from that quarter 
states that Miramon hus fled the country 
and taken refuge upon a French man- 
of-war. Be the result what it may, all 
Christendom will rejnice if an end is speed- 
ily put to the fratricidal strife which has so 
long been raging in the Italy of America." 

That new institution, the Pony Express, 
has proved a complete success, having ar- 
rived at Genoa, Carson Valley, in nine days 
from St. Louis, Mo. The news was tele- 
graphed to San Francisco from the former 
place, and a general rejoicing took place. 



Meeting of Mechanics and Con- 
tractors.— An adjourned meeting of the 
mechanics and contractors of Victoria, favor- 
able to a Lien Law by the Assembly, wu.s 
held at the Royal Hotel on Saturday even- 
ing last, About seventy-five persons were 
present, and the greatest unanimity existed 
A committee, appointed at the previous 
meeting, reported a series of sections to be 
embodied in a Lien Law, which it was re- 
solved to submit to the Assembly as soon as 
possible. A committee was appointed to 
draw up a memorial praying the passage of 
a Lien Law by the present Legislature. 

Barclay Sound. — Capt. McKay, an old 
trader on the West Coast, has put his clipper 
schooner on the route to Barclay Sound. So 
all who wish to visit that noted locality, for 
pleasure, or to votn themselves fnrrns in spite 
of Stamp & Co., will have a favorable oppor- 
tunity.

The Pony Express. — The Overland 
Pony Express arrived at Genoa, Carson 
Valley, on the 12th instant, ill a little less 
than nine days from St. Louis. This is a 
great triumph, and throws the overland 
mail completely in tho shade. 



The Gilded Bar op Lead. — The case 
of A Kolller, ol San Francisco, renowned 
throughout the Pacific coast lor his exten- 
sive importations of toys and fancy goods, is 
one of the most remarkable we have ever 
encountered. About ten years ago, Kohler 
started a small retail toy shop on Stockton 
street, and gradually i. massed sufficient 
money to enlarge his premises, and enter 
into business on a more extensive seale. 
In 1850, he erected a fine two-story build- 
ing on Washington street, and keeping the 
Stockton street store going, grew rich ra- 
pidly. About a year ago, he started in the 
wholesale business on Sansome street, and 
his credit was of the first order. A little 
over a year ago, Kohler had occasion to 
make a remittance to Paris, and carried to 
the ullieu of Wells. Fargo & Co.'s Express, 
a bar, which he alleged was gold, sewed in 
a canvas covering, and received a receipt 
therefor. The bar was addressed to San- 
tera Broi., Paris, and was delivered to the 
consignees. Upon an examination, the Pa- 
ris firm discovered that the professed 
bar of gold was nothing more nor less 
than a bar of lead, gilded ! Of course 
word was immediately sent to Kohler, and 
he requested to make good the amount ; 
this he declined or neglected to do ; and the 
French Express Co. paid the amount to 
Santnra Bros., and sued Wells, Fargo k Co., 
recovering damages to the alleged value of 
the. bar. Kohler was notified of the occur- 
rence in May, 1859, but up to within a 
month, the public heard nothing of the affair. 
Last fall, a brother-in-law of Kohler was 
sent to State prison on a conviction of grand 
larceny, for robbing tne latter. This person 
is said by the officers to have known all 
about the bar before it was sent ; but Kohler 
claims in a card published in the Bulletin of 
the 11th inst., 'hat the package he tuok to 
the Express office was securely sewed in 
a canvas covering, and that when it reached 
Paris, the package was ope,.. His solution 
of the ufi'air is, that the gold bar was extract- 
ed on its way to Paris, ami the lead 
one substituted ; he has, however, paid 
four thousand dollars to Wells, Fargo 
& Co., as indemnity for the amount that 
firm was compelled to pay the Paris com- 
pany. As soon as tho affair became known 
in San Francisco, his bankers sent birr the 
balance of his account, and declined having 
any further transactions with him. The 
companies in whose offices his property was 
insured, paid him a premium and withdrew 
their policies ; and business men generally 
"cut him." Kohler, in his card, claims that 
he is the victim of a vile conspiracy; that 
attempts have been made to extort money 
from him to keep the matter quiet ; and that 
he is now determined to sift the whole mat- 
ter thoroughly, and eventually prove his 
innocence, and recover the S400O be has 
paid the Express Company, with interest. 

More Indian Outrages ! — What's to 
uk Donk ! — On Sunday, about noon as one 
of the large express wagons, containing 
eleven persons, was proceeding on its way 
to Esquimalt, to meet the steamer, a patty 
of about thirty Indians met them on the 
second bridge, and by holding up blankets 
and whooping loudly, caused the horses to 
become unmanageable, and run otl the side 
of the road. They Were fortunately stopped 
by the driver before they had gone lar. The 
savages then commenced pelting the pas- 
sengers with bottles and stones, several of 
which took effect, bruising the parties but 
slightly. The horses were finally started 
again and the parties made their escape 
without further injury. Late in the after- 
noon, a man walking along the same road, 
was stopped by two northern Indians, who 
asked him lor fifty cents. Upon his refusing 
to comply with the demand, one of the 
fellows made at him with a knife, and 
chased him along the road, until he met 
some whites, when the Indian ran off into 
the bushes. Life is not safe on the Esqui- 
malt road and we an; in daily dread of 
some fearful tragedy occurring which will 
awaken even the authorities from their 
criminal lethargy, anil causo a thrill of 
horror and indignation to run through the 
community. The appearance of a police- 
man in the vicinity of one of the lodges is 
a signal for a general attack being made 
upon him, and not an officer can now be 
found in town with sufficient hardihood to 
serve a warrant in the neighborhood. The 
true remedy lies with tho Governor. Will 
ho employ tho marines at his disposal to put 
down the villains •
